Religious Controvf ri<y : Lieutenant liurnes and 
the Missionary W olff at Cabool.— “ Dost Alabonmietl 
Khau turned to Mr VV’oUr for an e.xplanation of his 
history ; and, as iie was aware of tlie gentleman’s vo­ 
cations, he hud assembled among the party several .Ma- 
liofiimedan doctors, who were prepared to di.spute oa 
matters of religion. 
Since 1 stood as .Mr \\ olif's inter­ 
preter, 1 might proceed to make mention of the various 
arguments which were adduced 011 either .side ; but I do 
not auticifiate what the reverend gentleman will, no 
doubt, give to the world. 
As is usual on such subjects, 
the one party failed to convince the other ; and, but for 
the admirable tact of the chief himself, the consequence 
might have been di.sagreeahle. 
'I'he Mahommedaiis 
seemed to think that liiey liad gained the day, and even 
referred it for my liecision ; but 1 e.\cused myself llroin 
the ditBcult task, on the grounds of being no mooliah 
(priest). As these reverend doctors, however, appeared 
to found their creed upon reason, 1 thought the opportu­ 
nity too favourable to let them escape, if the argument 
1 intended to u.se did not boast of being original. 
I 
usked them to slate their time of prayers ; and, among 
others, they named before sunrise, and after sunset.— 
‘¡Such are the hour.s,’ said t ‘rigidly enjoined by the 
Koran ?—‘Yes,’ replied the priest ; ‘and every one is an 
infídel who neglects them .’ These prenii.ses being given, 
1 begged the doctor to inform 
me how these prayers 
could be performed in the Arctic circle, where the sun 
neither rose nor set for live or six months in the year.— 
Tlte divine had not liefore heard the argum ent; lie 
staminered out various confused sentences ; and at last 
us.serted that prayers were not required in those coun­ 
tries, where it was sutficient to repeat th e ‘Culuma,’ or 
creed oi the Mahommedans. 
1 immediately required 
the divine to name the chapter of the Koran on which 
he founded hi.s doctrine, since I did not remember to 
have seen it in the book, 
lie could not, for the Koran 
does not contain it. 
A sharp dispute now arose among 
the Atghans ; nor was the subject renewed, but changed 
to more intelligible matters.”
